Student Council voted Monday 
to set up criteria for the selection 
of recipients of the annual As- 
sociated Students given 
each spring 

The policy 
awards in five 
government, tine 
tions, world affairs, and general 
student activities, to be made on 
the basis of the number of stu- 
dents participating in each area. 
Approximately six per cent of the 
students will receive awards, 

A maximum of 40 awards will 
be given with a maximum of 
three going to student govern- 
ment, 15 to fine arts, five to pub- 
lications, two to world affairs 
and 15 to gener: al student activi- 
ties. 

In the three specialized fields, 
fine arts, publications and worid 
affairs, nominations for awards 
will be made by committees com- 
posed of the coordinator of the 
area. one or more additional stu- 
dents and one or -more faculty 
members, These committees may 
nominate as many students as 
they choose, up to the maximum 
in each field 

The recommendations of the 
committee are then forwarded to 
the cabinet of coordinators which 
may either endorse the slate or 
veto any student by a two-thirds 
vote. The list finally goes to the 
Student Council which also may 
either endorse it or veto anyone 
by a two-thirds vote. Neither the 
cabinet or the Council may add 
a name to the nominations

Dean Announces 
Special Meetings 


Special assemblies have been 
called for both men and women 
on campus according to Dr. Law- 
rence B. Brammer, associate dean 
of students and guidance officer.

Purposes of the men’s assembly 
will be to discuss expectations of 
military legislation affecting stu- 
dents, military reserve plans and 
the current status of fraternities 
at Sacramento State College. 

Sponsors of the men’s meeting 
are the dean of students office, 
the men’s representative, and the 
Inter Fraternity Council. 

Spring fashions will be on the 
agenda of the women’s assembly. 
A speaker on the subject will be 
included on the program.

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Clubs Must Cooperate 


Less than a month remains for Sacramento State Cel- 
lege club and organizations to prepare for the Student Loan 
Fund Drive, the prime source of revenue for financial aids 
to students on the SSC campus. The drive opens April 31 
and runs through May 4. 


Financial aid to 758 Sacramento State College students 
has been provided by the Student Loan fund since it was 
organized in 1949. During the last college year 201 students 
were aided by the fund and 213 have been heiped so far this 
year. 

Highest amount raised in the drive was in 1954, when 
the week's activities and the Jamboree netted a total of 
$1,127.27. Last year's drive raised $1,158.34. 

In 1954 there were 27 clubs on campus and 22 partici- 
pating in the drive. Last year 28 of SSC’s 34 clubs partici- 
pated. As evidenced by the downward trend last year’s drive 
indicated, the support of every organization and every 
student on campus is necessary to keep the loan fund going. 
It has been estimated that two students use every dollar in 
the fund each year. 

Organizations not participating in last year’s drive were 
Hornet Pistol club, Res Publica, Sacramento Physical Edu- 
cation and Recreation Students, Ski club, Speech and Hear- 
ing Association and Veterans Association, Veterans Associ- 
ation has since disbanded. Hornet Pistol club, Res Publica 
and SPEARS were among those not participating in the 
1954 drive, also. 

Since service to the college is embodied in the majority 
ef club constitutions, it would seems participation in the 
annual event would be a “must.” Clubs that do not partici- 
- pate show their lack of interest in the campus activities. 

There are now 40 clubs on campus and 2,218 full time 
students enrolled at SSC. This year’s drive should go over 
$1500, if all campus organizations cooperate with Ed 
Strong, Student Loan Fund Drive chairman and coordin- 
ators selected for this year’s drive.

Suggests Drafting Women 


Men are drafted, why not women? This is the question 
that is asked by John Fischer, editor-in-chief of Harper's 
magazine in the April issue. 3 

“Young women graduates of all colleges should be 
drafted to teach school in order to meet the desperate 
teacher shortage.” according to Fischer. 

“It should not be impossible to work out a practical 
scheme for drafting omen college graduates for a six-month 
course in basic training for teaching, plus eighteen months’ 
service in the school,” he writes. 

The basic question involved in Fischer's argument, it 
appears, is whether it is better to have many second-rate 
teachers or fewer first-rate teachers. Although the nation’s 
schools are presently overcrowded and teachers are badly 
needed, it would seem that poor and unwilling teachers 
would do more harm than good. 

Although Fischer’s plan might put more teachers into 
the nation’s schools it is doubtful that this plan would help 
solve the shortage of teachers. Students subjected to in- 
struction by these “draftees” would be considerably cheated 
on education and cause more problem students for regular 
teachers to contend with. 

Reasoning behind the radical plan, however, has much 
basis, for as Fischer says “the national security depends as 
much on education as on weapons of war.” 

However, the solution to the teacher shortage problem 
cannot be found through compulsory drafting of teachers. 
Higher wages, better conditions and other social benefits 
are the means by which the nation can draw more able and 
willing persons into the teaching profession.

Shumate first became interest- 
ed in the technical aspects of the 
theater while attending Kit Car- 
son junior high school. Since 
then he has served as technical 
director of the Fort Wayne, Ind. 
Civic theater and worked with 
professional road companies. 

He has been responsible for 
approximately 140 professional 
shows. His affiliations with road 
shows have included such shows 
and actors as Cocktail Party with 
Vincent Price; Mr. Roberts with 
Henry Fonda: the operas, Faust 
and La Traviana, with Robert 
Roundvilte. 

Studies at Utah 

To prepare himself for his 
present work Shumate studied 
two years of electrical engineer- 
ing at the University of Utah be- 
fore he graduated in 1950. 

A veteran of the Korean War, 
Shumate was in the Air Force 
assigned to special services, edu- 
cation and information 

Shumate is enthusiastic at the 
possibilities for the theater. 
“There is almost unlimited po- 
tential for what this theater may 
become.” he stated. “It will be 
largely determined by efforts of 
the students and the cooperation 
among the departments. With the 
physical facilities there is no rea- 
son for a technically poor produc- 
tion.”

An expected group of 1500 ele- 
mentary and secondary school 
teachers from northern California 
will invade the Sacramento State 
College campus tomorrow for the 
fifth annual Conference on Bet- 
ter Teaching. 

Teachers from 12 counties will 
form 32 discussion groups on mu- 
tual problems with a view to 
strengthening and improving 
classroom teaching. The confer- 
ence is under the co-chairman- 
ship of Dr. Harold H. Stephen- 
son, chairman, division of teacher 
education, and Dr. William J. 
Burkhard, superintendent of Sac- 
ramento city unified school dis- 
trict, and chairman of California 
Teachers association committee 
on teacher education and profes- 
sional) standards.

If a man pays three bucks to see 
a fight, he deserves to see both men try their best. If one 
of them takes a dive, the public is being cheated. If boxing 
is going to be an act, then stage it in Eaglet theatre, not 
Memorial Auditorium. 

As for wrestling, it seems to have degenerated beyond 
repair. A haven for retired football plavers. and fat, income 
tax broke ex-heavy boxing champs. The slapstick comedy 
routine which once was vaudeville found a home ia the 
stuntman antics of matmen. Instead of being licensed by the 
athletic commission, maybe they should register with the 


actors union. : 
Boxing can still be saved from gangsters and syndicates 


which are said to monopolize it. 

Here are a few suggestions. (1) As one radio sports- 
caster recently suggested, a full time professionally trained 
California athletic commission should be created. (The 
present members are doing a fine job, but are only part 
time, and receive no salary.) (2) Any boxer, or manager, 
found guilty of throwing a fight should receive a fine, jail 
sentence, or both, plus having his state license revoked for 
at least two vears. (3) Champions should be required to 
defend more often. If a champ can fight a half-dozen exhibi- 
tions a year, then he can defend his title three times instead 
of two. (4) State titles should be emphasized. 

Athletic commissions of several states, including Cali- 
fernia, are trying to cure the criminal infection. They de- 
serve public support. The public must see that modern day
